Davies had his rifle in his hand. 


They came near the home of Abe 
Barnes and as they approached Abe 
himself came from the side of the 
building to meet his sister, and Bill 
was just behind him. The older Barnes 
carried a Winchester pump rifle. His 
brother also had a rifle in his hands. 
The two boys did not know Davies and 
came toward the buggy, 
slowly. If 


Rose gave them any sign it is not 
known but they halted.

He was a constable and police officer

knowing of such change and relying 
upon the responsibility of John R. 
Bittinger as the 
supposed owner 


thereof, with whom 'they had dealt a 
year or so before. This credit, they 
claimed, 
was 
given to the Bit- 


tinger company on the strength of the 
financial standing of John R. Bitting- 
er. It was fuither developed at the 
trial that the sons of John R. Bitting- 
er failed and that the plaintiff com- 
pany proved its claim against the 
bankrupt company. 


The defense claimed that notice of 


the change in the business was given 
to all persons dealing- with John R. 
Bittinger at the time and tu the Dun 
and Bradstreet agencies; that the

Uuerta is reported to have told Charge 
u'Shaughnessy that he would not ask 
him to leave the country, and that he 
vvould take no action in retaliation 
against the United States government. 


This assurance was regarded as con-

Jity as a result of the president's ac- 
tion. Mr. O'Shaughnessy has reported 
that the citj is quiet and that no dis- 
>irders are feared.

Washington, Feb. 5.—Following the 


action in raising the embargo on the 
shipments of arms to Mexico from the 
United 
States, 
the 
administration 


promptly 
reverted to its policy ol 


"watchful waiting." 


It was indicated at the state depart- 


ment that there is no further step in 
contemplation and that this govern- 
ment will sit back and wait for tho 
Constitutionalists to do the work of 
ridding the country of Huerta and hia 
government. 


Apprehension that the announce- 


ment of the raising of the embargo 
would result in disorders in Mexico 
City and attacks on Americans were 
largely dispelled with the receipt of 
unoiiicial reports that the situation re- 
mained quiet in the Mexican capital.

Democratic Victory. 


Washington, Feb. 0, — President 


Wilson went over the political situa- 
tion in Pennsylvania with reorganiza- 
tion 'Democratic leaders. 


Tbe purpose of the consultation wan 


to select a state ticket most likely to 
bring about a Democratic victory in 
the Keystone state next November. 
The following decision was reached: 


Congressman A. Mitchell Palmer for 


governor. 


Justice S. Leslie Mestrezat for Unit- 


ed States senator, with the possibility 
that Secretary of Labor William B. 
Wilson may be later agreed upon. 


Former Representative William T. 


Creasy, of Catawissa, of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Grange, for lieutenant gov- 
ernor. 


The emocrats who laid the Penn- 


sylvania situation before the president 
were Congressman Palmer, Roland S. 
Morris, of Philadelphia, chairman of 
the 
Democratic 
state 
committee; 


James I. Blakeslee, fourth assistant 
postmaster general; Vance C. McCor- 
mic-k, of Harrisburg. and Secretary of 
Labor Wilson. 


The only point upon which there 


was serious difference of opinion was 
the wisdom of Secretary Wilson leav- 
ing the cabinet to oppose 
Senator 


Boies Penrose, who, while he has not 
made *a formal announcement to that 
effect, is regarded as a candidate for 
the Republican nomination and re- 
election. 


President Wilson, it -was said, op- 


posed, or at least did fiot encourage 
Secretary Wilson's suggested candi- 
dacy for senator. He is understood to 
have interposed objection to losing 
Secretary Wilson as an "advisor," but 
pointed out that his former connection 
with the organized labor movement 
as secretary 
and treasurer of the 


United Mine Workers of 
America 


migat- inject class feeling into the 
Pemusylvania campaign and prove an 
element of weakness rather than of 
strength. 


President Wilson, it was said, made 


it [plain that he had no thought of in- 
jecting himself into a state campaign 
or of overriding the judgment of the 
Democratic leaders on the ground anc 
best able to judge of state and loca 
conditions. 
Tie conferees said that they went 


to the White House by appointment 
having requested the president to give 
them the benefit of his advice as to 
political conditions which were laid 
before him last week. 


As regards the senatorship, Secre- 


tary Wilson expressed himself as o: 
the "president's mind, and said that his 
individual preference was to remain in 
the cabinet. Stress was laid upon Jus 
tice Mestrezat's fitness for a seat in 
the senate, his training as a lawyer 
and jurist being urged as strongly in 
his favor as against the candidacy o 
a layman, even though the claim o 
vote getting popularly might be ad 
vMiced for the latter. 


The conference is regarded as a ful 


endorsement of Palmer's leadership 
in Pennsylvania by the president, and 
as indicating the intention of the ad 
ministration to give substantial "com 
fort and aid" to the 
reorganization 


Democrats of that state.
